out the United States, commencing 
December 1st. 
The reduction will 
affect nearly all the cities on the 
Pacific Coast. An idea of the reduc­ 
tion may be gained from the chango 
of tariff from this city to any other 
point in California. 
Ttie present 
maximum tariff is (50 cents for ten 
words, and 4 cents for eacli additional 
word. The new tariff provides for a 
maximum rate of 40 cents, and 3 
cents f"r each additional word. 


THE RATES FROM CALIFORNIA 
to the interior States are also m ateri­ 
ally reduced. No change 
will be 
made in the present tariff to New 
York, which is relatively lower than 
to interior points. Tho new rates as 
affecting particular points cannot be 
stated until tho revised tariff arrives 
from the East. The tariff reduces the 
rate for messages from Los Angeles, 
Ban D ie.'O , 
Ban Bernardino, Santa 
Ana, and other southern cities to 
Ban Francisco 
and 
also northern 
points, 10 cents on each message.

Terrible Boiler Explosion 
in Arizona. 


WORKMEN BLOWN TO PIECES. 


SPO RTIN G SCENES. 


Estim ates of the Mo* moil Church 
Property—Racing and Base 
Ball Returns. 


A ssociated Press Dispttches to th e H e r a l d 


W h i p p l e B a r r a c k s , A. T., Novem­ 
ber 19.—Word was received here this 
morning of the explosion of the 
boiler of W. Z. Wilson & Company’s 
saw mills, twelve miles from here. 
An Associated Presa reporter at once 
repaired to tho scene and learned the 
particulars. 
The pulley needed re­ 
pairing, and Mr. Wilson, one of the 
owners, called in assistance. 
The 
engine was stopped, and all the mill 
hands came to fix the pulley. 
J. 
Baker, the foreman, was ordered to 
oil the saw. and while doing this the 
explosion occurred. Tho board struck 
him in the back, knocking him into 
the saw mill dust-pit. where he was 
covered w th the falling debris, part 
of tho burst boiler i-assing over him. 
After the timber had ceased falling he 
extricated himself, and discovered 
two or three 
MANGLED BODIES. 
. 
He started at once for the city. The 
work of discovering and tho identifi­ 
cation of the bodies commenced. 
The 
first 
discovered 
was 
John 
Baker’s, fireman, who was killed 
where lie was standing. The entire 
top of his head was blown away and 
could not be found. The body of W. 
Z. Wilson, one of tho proprietors, was 
cut in two and both parts blown fifty 
feet. 
His head could not be founi, 
and pa-t of his hack bone was dis­ 
covered * 
200 FEET AWAY 
on top of the h 11. Tim Cowley, one 
of the employes, was found seventy* 
five feet from where he was standing 
and could only be recognized by his 
clothing. 
Andrew 
Stonbrook was 
found under the walls of the engine 
room. The bodies of Charles Collin-* 
and Bald a in Taylor could not he 
found for several hours, but afterwards 
Collins was found upon a hill 301) feet 
fr -m the place where he stood. 
He 
could only b* recognized by the boots 
he wore. Taylor was found 150 feet 
from tlie engine room. The boiler 
parted in the middle, one piece flying 
ninety feet north anil the other going 
20 > feet south. 
A large num ber of 
citizens visited the place to-day. The 
remains were taken to town and a 
ioroner’s inquest held to-night.

Ministry. 


PRESIDENT OBEVVS ACTION. 


The Crowu P rince's Health Said to 
be Slightly Improved—Po­ 
litical Rumors.

P a r i s , November 19i.—Soon after 
the Chamber of Deputies met to-day 
the extreme Left moved the interpel­ 
lation of the Government on the ques­ 
tion of a domestic policy. A motion 
was made by the Ministry to postp on 
debate on this motion, and was re‘ 
jected by a vote of 328 to 242. 


ROUVIER RESIGNS. 
Prime Minister Rouvier immediately 
announced the resignation of the Cab­ 
inet. 
THE DEBATE. 
The motion for the interpellation of 
the Government was made l*y Clem- 
enceau. Premier Rouvier demanded 
that the debate on the subject be ad­ 
journed until the 24th inst. in the in­ 
terest of the measure for the conver­ 
sion of the public debt. 
Clemeneeau 
said it was a singular method of re­ 
assuring th e holders of the public 
funds to tell them that they could live 
in peace until the 24th, and promise 
th at there would then be a crisis such 
as had never before occurred. The 
public, he declared, had too long 
awaited an explanation. There was 
practically no government. The Min­ 
istry was not in a condition to guide 
the Republican policy. 
Parliament 
was abandoned to the department of 
the Right. The law officers of the 
State were in conflict and administra­ 
tive disorder was complete.

spectable witnesses to be entirely for­ 
eign to the cold-blooded facts, which

avowed purpose of arresting deserting 
sailors. While here they went into 
Linskow’s 
Pioneer 
Restaurant for 
dinner, and while eatiug took offense 
at some remarks made by a man who 
sat at the opposite table. When din­ 
ner was over the two heroic officers 
came out of the restaurant and ap­ 
proached a man who was standing on 
the sidewalk and accused him of in­ 
sulting them while in the dining-room. 
The man denied having done anything 
of the kind, but the brave officer in­ 
sisted that he had insulted him, swore 
at him soundly, and finally wound 
himself up into a pugilistic position 
and proceeded to reach for his alleged 
insulter.

could handle himself about as well as 
an ordinary “ cop.”

The Proceedings for Con 
tempt Dismissed. 


PKACK NOW REIGNS SUPREM E. 


No In te rfe ren ce w ith the D itches 


Since th e C ourt’s In ju n ctio n 
W as Served. 


Judge O’Melvcney’s court room was 
yesterday filled with people from 
Azusa and Duarte to hear the trial of 
R . J. Pollard. J. Jones, Wm. Quinn, 
flam Jones, A. Spruce, J . F. Baisley, 
Mr. Johnson and J. W. Mitchell for 
contempt of Court. 
It was alleged 
that these above named persons had 
interfered with and disobeyed the in- 
j unctions by the Court, having placed 
obstructions in the Azusa Ditch, and 
also had arm ed guards to prevent the 
plaintiff’s employees from doing their 
work at the mouth of the Covina tun­ 
nel. 
A. Spruce was sworn and testified 
th at he lived at Azusa and had never 
l>een at the Covina tunnel since the 
lutter end of September. 
He never 
uttempted to stop the detectives iron» 
clearing out the ditch, and never was 
there with a gun or a pistol, nor hud 
ho owned one in his life. 
Cross-examined—The Covina peo­ 
ple Bhoveled one way and we shoveled 
the other. I belong to the Azusa Irri­ 
gating Company. I remember seeing 
Oliver Justice, Vaughan, Geo. Utt, 
Wm. 
Briggs, It. 
J. 
Pollard and 
many others around the tunnel and 
ditch, perhaps sixty or seventy more. 
I saw some guns there. I was throw­ 
ing stones away which they put there, 
th a t is to say they were stopping up 
the diich and I was opening it. 
I did 
not know that the corporation to 
which I belonged had been enjoined. 
They were taking our water and I w ü b 
trying to prevent them. I never paid 
a cent to support guards. The Covina 
people were on guard when I got 
there and had a plank across our ditch 
and Mr. Markley was standing on 
the plank wielding a stick. He struck 
m e once. 
He was striking people 
when I got there, and I seized the 
stick and was dragged up and down. 
As I got up off my knees I threw a 
stone at h im ; the stone missed him 
and h it Geo. Ott. We were standing 
in the water working. It appeared to 
me that the Covina people wern taking 
more water than they had had before. 
I went with the intention of closing 
their tunnel and preventing them 
from getting our water. 
C. Vaughan was then sworn, and 
stated that he was there and remem­ 
ber the occurrence that Spruce figured 
in, and that it wason Septembe 22nd. 
Judge O’Melveney said: “ Í find 
Spruce not guilty of violating the in­ 
junction, and, therefore, I discharge 
him .” 
R. J. Pollard was then sworn, and 
testified—“ I was there on September 
22nd. I had not beenuerved with any 
injunction. 
I had my shot-gun with 
me on the day th at I was served with 
the injunction. 
I was on my way to 
the ditch at the time, but have not 
been there since I was served with 
the injunction.” 
Cross-examined—“ I was there when 
the detectives were there. I went up 
to see that the detectives or their men 
did not interfere with our dam. I had 
some conversation with them. 
I re­ 
ceived my water through the Azusa 
Comm'ssioners, and paid no assess­ 
m ents to Bupport guards, etc. 
I was 
at the camp once after I received the 
injunction, and remained all night. I 
was there to see that they did not in­ 
terfere with our ditch, but I was never 
near the ditch, and do not remember 
whether 1 had a gun or not. 
1 was on 
guard about 100 yards away. There 
was no filling iu of the tunnel mouth 
while I was there.” 
A receBS was here taken for three- 
quarters of an hour. 
Shortly after one o’clock the pro­ 
ceedings were re-commenced. 
The 
attorneys for plaintiffs applied for a 
dismissal of the case, stating that 
since the last order of the Court there 
had been no trouble and no violation 
of the injunction then issued, and as 
matters now were progressing favor­ 
ably they would waive any further 
proceedings. 
Judge O’Melveney stated that he 
should like those present to carefully 
consider 
the m atter, and referred 
them back 16 or 17 years, when there 
had been trouble amongst the Azusa 
people, and since that time there had 
been more or less trouble. 
He said : 
“ When litigation is commenced it goes 
into the hands of the law, and it is 
the bounden duty of every American 
citizen to abide by the mandates of the 
law, which they themselves helped to 
form, w hether those mandates were 
right or wrong. 
It may be inconve­ 
nient, and occasion some sacrifice, 
b ut private rights ought not to inter­ 
fere with the orders of the Court. 
If 
a man offends, it does not m atter 
whether he is my greatest friend or 
not, I will exercise the law impar­ 
tially. 
And now, if you do not vió­ 
lale the injunction, and with the un­ 
derstanding th at the party or parties 
who disregard the injunction shall be 
brought before me again, I dismiss all 
the contempt business.”

Reveal became angry, jumped out of 
bis store after Killen, and beat him 
with a cane, cutting a bad gash on his 
head. The men who witnessed the 
beating seized Reveal and threatened 
to hang him. One of them procured a 
bell-rope from a passenger car on the 
track, and they would have handled 
him roughly but for the timely arri­ 
val of Officer Tom Botcllo, who ar­ 
rested the man and took him to the 
police station, where he was charged 
with as*ault. 
Bail was fixed at $100 
for his appearance Monday before 
Justice Austin. Killen was also taken 
to the police station, where Dr. Cohen 
dressed his wounds.

VICE AND CRIME. 


A Story of Vice In Itllchiffau and 
WitcobMln. 
IsiiFEMiKG, Mich., November 4.— 
The 
authoritative 
announcement 
comes from Madbon, the capital of 
Wisconsin, that Governor Rusk has 
decided to break up the infamous 
iratfie in girls and women, which has 
so long been a spot on the boasted 
civilization of the State. 
The upper peninsula of Michigan, 
and the lumbering district of northern 
Wisconsin, were filled a few years 
ago with 
the 
vilest 
imaginable 
dens, situated 
usually 
from one 
to three miles from some prosperous 
little town. 
The infumons doings oi 
these places would almost surpass be­ 
lief. 
Every crime known to man, in­ 
cluding murder, has often been com­ 
mitted behind their stout pine walls. 
Many of these vile places were Bur- 
sounaed by stout stockades of pine 
logs eight feet high, with a gate se- 
sured by a massive padlock. This was 
to prevent the escape of the unfor­ 
tunate inmates, many of whom would 
otherwise have 
left 
the 
places. 
By a system of chaiges and fines the 
women in these places were kept in 
perpetual debt to the owners and were 
forcibly detained. In addition to the 
high stockade a pum ber of these 
establishments were provided with 
bloodhounds, and if an unfortunate 
woman over succeeded in scaling the 
wull8 or getting through the gate her 
absence was generally discovered and 
the hounds placed on her track. Such 
life was worse than slavery. 
Gradually there «ame better morals 
to the new mining and lumbering 
towns, and the houses of prostitution 
were forced 
to mend 
their ways 
slightly or seek a new location. The 
dives near the large villages mended 
their ways, but those remote from the 
cities and towns continued as before. 
This Btate of affairs held until two 
years ago, when Judge Claudius B. 
Grant, a man of great determination, 
set to work to drive 
the dives 
out of the upper peninsular of Michi­ 
gan. The peninsula covers over 16,­ 
000 square miles and lias nearly l00,- 
000 peoi-le, so the judge’s task was in­ 
deed a herculean one, but he has at 
last succeeded in his work. 
County 
by county the peninsula was morally 
purified until the last dive was driven 
off of Michigan soil. 
The judge was 
often compelled to threa’en the county 
officers before he could make them 
fulfill their duty. 
As the dives were driven from 
Michigan 
they 
were 
naturally 
crowded over the border into Wiscon­ 
sin. About this time the Gogebic Iron 
Range sprang into sudden prom­ 
inence, and the tough characters, 
male and female, flocked to th at part 
of the country, and Hurley, the lead­ 
ing town of the “ Range,” became, 
within a twelvemonth, the wickedest 
city in the West. The vicious system 
of stockade-guarded houses of vice 
was transplanted to the Gogebic, 
and as there was scarcely a semblance 
of 
legal 
government 
at 
first, 
this state of affairs was accepted as 
natural. 
Marinette, an im portant 
lumbering and milling town of 12,000 
people, on the south shore of the Me­ 
nomonee river, which separates the 
upper peninsula of Michigan from 
Wisconsin, has long been noted for a 
vile place known as Diamond’s Ranch, 
two miles from the city. 
From fifty 
to a hundred women were kept here 
constantly, and the place was one of 
the worst in the entire district. This 
was 
run 
without molestation for 
many years, and being conveniently 
close to the Michigan boundary line 
became the rendezvous for the rascals 
out two States, and their asylum when 
pursued by officers of the law. The 
people of Marinette have always been 
strangely apathetic about this place, 
probably accepting it as an evil that 
always had existed—therefore must 
be endurable, but it is now in a fair 
way to be closed. 
The dens of vice 
had a system of recruiting women for 
their traffic which has never been ex­ 
ceeded in iniquity. Respectable girls 
and women were secured by agents in 
Milwaukee and Chicago, being prom­ 
ised work on their arrival in board­ 
ing-houses or hotels. Once inside the 
stockade, they 
could 
not escape. 
What 
scenes 
of 
anguish 
have 
been enacted within the walls of the 
infamous dens of the Northwest will 
never bo known. 
Beath-bqd scenes 
in hospitals, and the occasional sto­ 
ries of escaped prisoners from these 
places, give an outline of what these 
places have been and what some of 
them still are. The press oi the coun­ 
try has occasionally printed sadly 


true stories about those places; but 
where the story of one unfortunate is 
made public, hundreds break and die 
after a few months of anguish, and 
their stories are unknown. 
Words 
fail to describe the iniquities of these 
places. 
The civil authorities in many parts 
of the peninsula and in the lumber 
and mining districts of Wisconsin 
have often been in league w*ith the 
keepers of these brothels, and have 
been paid to neglect their plain duty. 
Others, who would scorn to accept 
bribes from such unclean hands, have 
passed over the whole iniquitous sys­ 
tem as unfit for a decent man to lie 
concerned in. 
Repeated exposures of these places 
have been made since Judge Grant 
began his righteous crusade against 
them, and in Michigan numerous 
convictions have been secured; but 
in Wisconsin the traffic has flour­ 
ished almost unmolested. 
Recent ex­ 
posures in regard to a virtuous young 
woman taken to the Marinette den 
under promise of work in a hotel have 
openea the eyes of the Wisconsin 
officials, and Governor Rusk 
has 
taken the matter in hand. Among 
those who know him, there is no 
doubt that he will succeed in wiping 
out the stain which has so long tar­ 
nished the fair name of Wisconsin. 
The Governor cannot himself enforce 
the State laws, but he can remove 
any and 
all 
county officers who 
neglect their duty, anu he has Hworn 
to do so.—[Times-Democrat.

Sparks’ retirement from the 
raí Land Office is the latest straw 
a t wnifth the Republican party, as it 
ie carried down the stream of failure, 
catches in th e hope of again reaching 
the shores of popular favor.

THE SEA-SERPENT. 


A Denperatc B a ttle w ith a m on­ 
ster on th e L ou lsln n a Co*st 
Information has reached this city 
that a sea-serpent or an unknown 
marine monster was shot in the Gulf 
of Mexico, out on account of its im­ 
mense size only the head could lie se­ 
cured. The head will soon bo in pos­ 
session of the National Museum, there 
to bo “sat on” by the scientific 
sharps. To Capt. James P. Hare, 
who is in charge of the Trinity Show 
Lightship, off the Louisiana coast, 
belongs the honor of securing this 
prize. 
He has relatives in this city, 
and to them he has written a very 
interesting letter, describing his en­ 
counter with the monster of the sea. 
He says that while his ship was 
lazily rolling on the ground swell, one 
of the seamen came to him aud told 
him thut he had seen a strange ob­ 
ject in the sea, a couple of eable- 
ngths from the ship. 
The Captain, with the aid of a pajr 
of powerful glasses, saw, to use his 
own words, ‘‘As hideous a creature as 
ever the human eye rested upon. The 
first casual glance convinced me that 
although from boyhood following the 
precarious vicis-itudes of a seaman’s 
life and having visited all the promi­ 
nent waters of the globe and naturallv 
seeing manv strange inhabitants of 
the sea and land, 1 found it impossi­ 
ble to name or classiiy this monster 
in view.” 
Determined to investigate further, 
the Captain called for a volunteer 
crow, and a boat was immediately 
manned. 
In addition to harpoons 
and axes, Captain Hare took his rifle 
and fifty rounds of ball cartridges. 
When they got within fifteen yards of 
their prey the boat was stopped, and 
Hare tired. 
“Simultaneously with 
the snarp crack of the rifle and the 
thud of 
the 
str king bul let,” he 
writes, 
“ it 
suddenly 
reared its 
head 
h ‘gh 
and 
began 
lashing 
the 
water 
with 
intense 
fury. 
Never have I seen such fury displayed 
by any creature exhibited. 
Its mo­ 
tions were so rapid and furious that 
it was impossible for the eye to retain 
its form. 
All that was dittinguish- 
able was a huge, dark, writhing mas?, 
surrounded by seething foam, into 
which the water was lashed by the 
stricken and enraged monster.” In 
a few minutes the Captain 
fired 
another shot, which one only seemed 
to still further enrage the beast. 
By 
this time the blood was spurting from a 
number of wounds in the head, and 
the surrounding waters were dyed a 
deep crimson. SuddcnlV it turned, 
and 
with 
distended jaws, which 
showed its huge, tusk-like teeth, com­ 
menced to approach the boat. The 
crew stood ready for the attack. Hare 
realized that it was a light to the death, 
and the chances were even, if not in 
their adversary’s favor, 
lie threw 
out four empty water breakers, hop­ 
ing thereby to’ distract its attention 
long enough to enable him to strike a 
vital part. The ruse worked to a cer­ 
tain extent. The sea serpent chewed 
up the breakers one after another, and 
the Captain kept up a constant fusil­ 
arte, but without being able to reach a 
vital spot. “As it reached the side of 
boat,” he writes, “ it showly raised its 
hideous head, erected its neck, and 
with wide-extended jaws it seized the 
side and gunwale of our boat and 
crushed it as easily as though it was 
made of glass. The crew rained in 
blow after blow in 
rapid succes­ 
sion with their axes and hatch­ 
ets. 
The 
harjKxmer 
thrust 
his 
keen weapon to the hilt in its eves, 
while I shot into its wr thing and 
quivering body ball after ball. It _waH 
not long that this strange and curious 
ba'tle continued. After a few spas­ 
modic tremblings the animal sudden­ 
ly, with one convulsive jerk that car­ 
ried away the side of the boat, fell 
alongside, a huge, dead, repulsive 
mass. 
As it slowly settled beneath 
the surface of the water we hastily at­ 
tached 
a tow-line and tried 
by 
every 
effort 
in 
our 
exhausted 
condition 
to secure it for 
other 
and more scientific investigation. Al­ 
though we went to our work with a 
will I soon found that the strong 
southerly current, together with the 
cumbersome body of the monster, our 
almost dismantled boat and our ex­ 
haustion was rapidly settling us to 
leeward and on the shoals, and being 
now some distance from the ship ana 
night fast setting in, I waB most re­ 
luctantly compelled to order the rep­ 
tile cut adrift. 
But before we did so 
we severed its head from its huge 
body, which we soon saw disappear 
in the dark water.” 
Captain Hare says he cannot form 
any idea of the creature’s length. At 
no time did he see more than forty or 
fifty feet exposed, and how much 
more was submerged is only problem­ 
atical. 
Its color was a rusty-black on 
top, fading to a yellowish-white on 
the under part.—[Galveston News.

PrsRreaa o f the Building; t p > l 
lk « Q sak cr t itv 
On Thursday moniing I accepted 
the cordial invitation of Mr. C. W. 
Harvey, of the new Harvey addition, 
to accoinj>any him te W hittier: and 
in the comfortable carriage known as 
the W hittier stage, and in company 
with a lady whose nam e I am not at 
liberty to mention, I started for the 
Quaker Colony. 
Mr. Ricker, Mr. 
Harvey’s partner, and Messrs. Jen­ 
nings and Thomson, both of, whom, 
during the day, purchased valuable 
sections of the H arvey & Ricker addi­ 
tion, also occupied the stage. 
The 
entire drive from Los Angeles to 
W hittier is delightful and varied. 
The first object of interest which ap­ 
pears along the road is the Chinese 
cemetery, a little 
beyond 
Boyle 
H eights, while the brickyard, which 
is worked principally by Chinese, and 
th e Presbyterian College, which is 
now assuming excellent proportions, 
occur at different angles of the drive. 
O n the hanks of the San Gabriel 
river, which vehicles are compelled to 
ford, stands the time-honored adobe 
of Governor Pico, the last Governor 
under Mexican rule, and who is 
now a well-preserved and intelligent 
bachelor of 88. Opposite the house 
of Governor Pico, and upon the other 
side of the road is a collection of 
adobe houses and Mexican families, 
while a little out of this settlement 
and on the bluff overlooking the river 
are to be seen the ruins of what once 
must have been a large adobe build­ 
ing. 
Further on, Passadena and the 
colossal Raymond Hotel are visible at 
a distance, while a t every rise of the 
road. 
W hittier, clustering 
at 
the 
foot of the hills, that in the bright 
sunlight gleam like polished amethyst 
and 
amber, can be clearly seen. 
Upon the 1st of last June there was 
but one house in the Quaker Colony, 
and that house was the abode of Mr. 
Jonathan Bailey, the President of the 
company. 
It is a white frame cot­ 
tage and is imbedded in huge pepper 
trees that greatly enhance its appear­ 
ance. 
Upon the Fourth of July, Mr. 
W. A. Vernor, the principal builder 
and contractor of the town, hauled the 
lum ber for the first house that was 
erected in the organized settlement, 
and to-day there are 140 houses scat­ 
tered over the beautiful country that 
has been selected and divided up into 
lota for the new town. 
Mr. Vernon 
occupies a pretty cottage near the 
meeting house, and is doing a rushing 
business. 
Mr. Doltz, the proprietor 
of the Pioneer Store, also has more 
than he can readily do, and the laige 
uew grocery store of the Vernon Bros, 
is equipped with four active clerks 
and yet is in need of more. The exte­ 
rior appearance of this establishment 
is very enterprising. Connected with 
i t are a feed stable and restaurant, and 
a t noon, when the teamsters arc din­ 
ing, and the horses picketed in or near 
the shed, the place looks very much 
like the Haymarket of Los Angeles. 
Opposite the store of the Vernon Bros, 
is a Chinese laundry, conducted by a 
smiling celestial, who to all inquiries 
states that washing is done on Tues­ 
day. There are about two dozen fam­ 
ilies occupying tents 
while their 
houseR are being built, and t vo hotels 
and a substantial brick bank are rap­ 
idly being erected. The largest and 
finest of these is the work of Messrs. 
Lindley & Harvey, and is near the 
elegant new house which Mr. Harvey 
is building for the reception of his 
family. 
Over the bank there is a 
suite of rooms prepared for the occu­ 
pancy of Mr. Charles Henry and 
wife. 
Mr. Henry will be the most 
prominent officer in the bank, and 
Mrs. Henry, who has just arrived 
from Waterloo, Iowa, and who is a 
lady of decided culture, will shed a 
pleasing lustre over the society of 
W hittier. The most distinguished cit­ 
izen of the town, however, is Mr. F. 
Pickering, its founder. 
His hair and 
beard are white, but he is well pre­ 
served and vigorous, and, towering to 
a noble height, is unquestionably a 
handsome 
and 
impressive-looking 
man. 
Mrs. IiOuis Harvey, daughter 
of Mr. Pickering, who owns two good 
houses in W hittier, and has a large 
cattle ranch in Montana, two weeks 
ago, and 
to 
oblige 
Mr. Harvey 
opened a boading-house for the work­ 
men engaged upon the house and ho­ 
tel of Mr. Harvey. 
She expected to 
board perhaps a dozen carpenters, but 
to her surprise she is, instead, com­ 
pelled to furnish meals for fifty and 
sometimes sixty people. 
Indeed, so 
arduous has her work become, that 
she is negotiating with Mr. Harvey to 
releaso her from her obligations. This 
is the way in which everybody and 
everything in W hittier are booming, 
and it is impossible to say how much 
faster the 
town will 
grow when 
once the Southern 
Pacific 
Rail­ 
road, 
which 
it 
is 
believed 
is 
very soon to run through- it, gets 
in motion. Tobe sure, “ The Fast Ex­ 
press." which Mr. Harvey facetiously 
calls the W hittier stage, and which he 
drives with an abandon, which forci­ 
bly recalls the experience known as 
“ Horace Greeley’s Famous Ride," in 
a large measure atones for the absence 
of theQrailway. 
Mr. Harvey, formerly 
a prominent man of Waterloo, Iowa, 
and now qnite a prominent man in 
Los Angeles and Whittier, is the most 
remarkable driver it has ever been my 
privilege to ride with ; while the span 
of mules which he at present drives, 
rival for speed and agility the wonder­ 
ful reindeers of old St. Nick. When 
Mr. Harvey throws down the reins, 
and in tones of thunder cries “ Scat," 
th e mules and the stage and the pas­ 
sengers who ride therein “ melt into 
th in air," only to become substantial 
again when the summit of a hill is at­ 
tained,and Mr. Harvey suddenly draw­ 
ing up, exclaims: 
“ Now, he kind 
enough to look at the beautiful town 
of W hittier." Well, we got to Whit­ 
tier all right, and we thoroughly en­ 
joyed ourselves while th ere; but when 
on the way home, and os the sun in 
tho west was growing red, we had 
an adventure. 
There was a Bhaip hill 
to 
descend, 
and a still sharpei 
hill t‘> ascend by the short cut, which 
Mr. Harvey and the mules seemed to 
like best. 
W hen we neared these 
hills and Mr. Harvey cri**d “ scat!" 
the mules flew', and bo did the single­ 
tree, w hich sent the mules flying up 
the hill, the stage living down the 
hill, and landed Mr. Harvey with th e 
blankest face in the world, across th e 
dashboard. In the deep vallev which 
lay at the foot of these hills, M iss 
and I sat in the stage and 
gazed silently and confusedly at each 
Other, while Messrs. Richer, Jennings 
and Thompson stroked their limbs to 
discover w hether or no they were in­ 
jured ; and Mr. Harvey, with the long 
tails of his linen duster extenci ig taste. 


stra ig h t o u t b eh in d him , a n d his 
hands sp read out before him as if in 
supplication, dashed off in pursuit of 
the rapidly disappearing mules. Of 
course he got them . 
(Mr. Harvey al­ 
ways gets whatever he starts out to.) 
A single-tree was borrowed from an 
adjacent farm house, and the journey 
was completed safely and pleasantly, 
At its close, however, Mr. Harvey 
solem nly promised to purchase a pair 
of heavy limbed horses, who never 
had and never would know the mean­ 
ing of “ sc a t;” and henceforth forever 
to convey his friends and customers 
to the beautiful towu of Whittier by 
the “ way train" instead of the “ fast 
express.

w . c . t . u . 
T he magnificent new edifice which 
th e W oman’s Christian Temperance 
U nion is about to erect at Temple and 
Fort streets, will, when it is com­ 
pleted, be the only building in Los 
Angeles which is exclusively devoted 
to the cause of temperance.

One of the most interesting spec­ 
tacles w hich the tourist beholds upon 
visiting Bombay is the Farsees, pray­ 
ing at sunrise and sunset upon the 
strand. They either stand with their 
fac¿s turned to tho sun and their 
hands uplifted, or they kneel upon 
upon rugs spread upon the sand. The 
men are tall and vigorous in appear­ 
ance and wear white robes and high 
turbans; but the women, who are 
clad principally in gowns of bright 
gr en, orange and red, and who have 
exceedingly intelligent expressions 
and eyes, are peculiarly interesting. 
The Farsees are a frugal and an enter­ 
prising nation who, like the Hebrews, 
succeed in whatever business they 
undertake, and who under the rule of 
Great Britain make excellent citizens. 
Moat of the wealthy Parsees occupy 
tiouses in Bombay, and especially 
upon Malabar Hill, the finest site in 
Bombay, which rival in elegance the 
establishments of the Anglo-Indians 
of the community. 
If a Farsee keeps 
a fine carriage for the pleasure of his 
men friends, he also keeps an equally 
handsome turnout for the females 
of 
h i 
own 
family 
and their 
acquaintances; while if he has a 
country house in which to entertain 
his guests, he also has a villa for the 
special 
enjoyment 
of 
his 
wife. 
When not sufficiently 
wealthy to 
afford the luxury of a villa of his 
own a Farsee clubs with several oth­ 
ers of the same financial standing, 
and together they rent a house, to 
which the members retire upon cer­ 
tain occasions for social intercourse 
and enjoyment. 
Upon other occa­ 
sion the wiveH of the members of 
these clubs take possession of the 
houses, and in company with their 
friends enjoy themselves very much 
in the same manner as their lords 
and masters. The marriage of a Pa:- 
see maiden is a great event, and is 
always, even 
among 
the 
poorer 
classes, 
accompanied 
by 
great 
expenditure 
and 
merry-making. 
But 
when a daughter 
of 
Zoro­ 
aster 
becomes a mother, she 
as muoh an object of commiseration 
as she is of consideration. 
For some 
unaccountable reason a mother, after 
the birth of a child, is shut up bv her- 
►e f, and for a certain period, during 
which tim e she is not permitted to 
receive 
assistance 
or 
nourish­ 
ment from any one. If a woman 
is delicate, she 
is apt to perish 
under 
this 
rigorous 
course of 
treatm ent. 
This, however, is the 
only breach of common sense record­ 
ed against the Parsees, who are re­ 
markable for their close observance of 
the lawB of health. 
The Farsees of 
Bombay bury in a m ígnifieent ceme­ 
tery upon Malabar Hill, known as 
The Seven Towers of Seterce. The 
rem ains of the men are placed in the 
outer circle, the rem ains of the women 
in the intermediate, while the children 
are laid away in the inner circle 
After religious ceremonies their bodies 
are left to be consumed by vultures. 
As a religious organization the Farsees 
do not approve of celibacy, and priests 
are not allowed to officiate unless they 
are married. The Parsee women are 
famous for their virtue, their industry 
and their prudence.

The following address was delivered 
before the Association of Pioneers of 
the Territory of Arizona, by General 
Miles during his recent visit to Tucson.

It is gratifying to m eet the repre­ 
sentatives of the Pioneers of Arizona 
to-night; for aside from the honor of 
addressing you I esteem it a pleasure 
to l)e able in this way to continue my 
acquaintance with the people of your 
Terri ton ’. 
I would be an unworthy descendant 
of the pioneers und untrue to the 
spirit of my ancestors, who were 
am ong the earliest settlers of this 
country, were I not in full sympathy 
w ith the pioneers of the 
present 
day. 
The traditions and impulses 
that cam e to me through that line­ 
age have ever impressed me w ith the 
highest respect for those m en who 
boldly encountered the dangers of a 
trans-Atlantic voyage,who iirst planted 
the banners of civilization upon this 
contiueut, and who spread the light of 
progress through an unknown wilder­ 
ness. 
If there is one class of people in the 
United States who represent the true 
spirit of American progress and civili­ 
zation, it is the pioneeis. 
They were 
ever the boldest, m ost enterprising, 
self-sacrificing and generous people, 'lo 
them the restraints and conventionali­ 
ties of the lim ited sphere of the east 
were distasteful. 
They wearied.of the 
restlessness which they felt in the 
narrow confines of life in the crowded 
cities and towns of the older commu­ 
nities, and seemed to long for the 
scenes 
of 
the undeveloped 
west 
where they m ight m ingle with nature 
in her undisturbed, primeval condi­ 
tion ; and surely any man who has 
ever been alone am id such scenes 
and surroundings, beholding nature in 
all her grandeur and beauty as the 
great Architect designed and prepared 
it for the abode of m an, must have 
realized that thrilling sensation of de­ 
light enjoyed by the pioneer—breath­ 
ing the power of heaven—the surest 
inspiration of pure thought and hon­ 
est m otive. 
Be a man what ho may, 
ainid such scenes and influences his 
soul expands, and though he had 
been a slave before, the voice of 
nature then awkens within h is breast 
the spirit of freedom. 
It was not strange, th erefo r, that 
w ith such inspirations the earJ.-r set­ 
tlers of America conceived the i !eaof 
political and religious liberty, an-1 the 
spirit of independence was planted in 
their hearts—that spirit which finally 
led to the establishm ent of the great 
republic and gave to us those bless­ 
ings of modern civilization which we 
to-day enjoy, and which have contrib­ 
uted so much to the welfare of man­ 
kind. 
W e need to look back to the days of 
Standish, Church, W illiam s, Allen, 
Morgan, Putnam, 
George Hodgers 
Clark, and the m any others, to see the 
fearless spirit and heroic enterprise 
that prompted them toextend the set­ 
tlem ents and colonies through the for­ 
ests of the East, encountering every 
hardship, contending inch by inch 
against savage foes in overwhelming 
num bers, until that resolute spirit of 
progress burst forth in 1774» in the 
l)ecl&ration of Independence. 
T he army of W ashington was largely 
composed of pioneers, hunters, farm­ 
ers and m echanics. 
It was the men 
w ith 
hunting-jackets 
and 
leather 
apron?, who tuught the British batal- 
lions under Burgoyne the true forces 
of 
that 
indomitable spirit of the 
American people. 
It was the 
pioneer 
spirit that 
prompted Daniel Boone, Benton and 
H uston, and their cotemporaries to 
explore and develop what was then 
an alm ost unknown region, and open 
the way to the emigrant across the 
M ississippi valley. 
From the Alleghanies to the Golden 
G ate, the pioneers traversed the region 
of th e M ississippi, they scaled the 
Rooky Mountains and sought out the 
roost available passes through the 
rugged mountain ranges, which are 
now the greatest avenues of comm un­ 
ication 
and commerce, 
and 
fin­ 
ally 
descended 
to 
the 
P a­ 
cific 
coast 
to 
develop 
the 
won­ 
derful gold fields that have contri­ 
buted so m uch to the wealth of the 
country, and to the benefit of man­ 
kind. 
Turning 
back 
again, they 
explored every district of country, and 
gave knowledge o i that imm ense area 
of agricultural land which the judi­ 
cious laws of our country threw open 
to the settler to enable him to plant 
his home. 
W hen we look around us now over 
this vast expanse of unoccupied land 
in th e W est, when we consider that 
the people of the United States have 
taken u p a billion acreB of land under 
the hom estead act, and that there are 
still four hundred and fifty m illions of 
acres unsurveyed, an area enough 
for 
ten m illion 
hom es, 
not 
in­ 
cluding 
Alaska, 
and 
from 
a 
personal 
knowledge 
of 
the 
terri­ 
tory I can say that it has wealth and 
a future more promising than is gen­ 
erally supposed. 
W ith our population 
of sixty m illion of people our aggre­ 
gate wealth as a nation exceeds that 
of the richest country in the old world 
by two hundred and seventy-six m ill­ 
ion dollars, and we m ight well pause 
and wonder at the promise of the fu­ 
ture ! 
Arizona alone has nearly 73,000,000 
acres of public land, nearly 14,000,000 
acres of which have been taken up 
under the Homestead Act. 
W hen we consider the fact that dur­ 
ing the four years from 1801 to 1865 
our people were engaged in a most de­ 
structive war, which consumed billions 
of wealth and swept prematurely into 
eternity more than four hundred thou­ 
sand souls—despite that terrible loss 
w e are to-day the richest nation on the 
face of the globe. 
We have only 
sixty m illions of people, and yet if we 
should regard the indications of danger 
we see in the east we m ight think that 
our country íb overflowed, and it is 
true 
that 
thousands 
of 
our 
people 
are 
now 
unfortunately 
living 
in a condition 
of 
alarm 
w hile contemplating the result of some 
strike, or the effects of a corner in the 
principal elem ents of their daily food. 
B u t our greatest danger does not lie in 
th e multiplicity of inhabitants. 
Our 
own country .without includingAlaska, 
is nearly the size of Europe with its three 
hundred m illions of population, has 
tw ice the area of China, which supports 
upwards of three hundred m illions of 
people, and 
by her judicious hus­ 
bandry has retained the fertility of 
th e soil for m any centuries. 
Again, 
if wc look at the area of the country 


between the Missouri river and the 
Pacific—that great region opened and 
developed 
by 
the 
pioneers-7-we 
w ill find that it is larger than the 
whole of India, which 
is support­ 
ing two 
hundred 
and forty m il­ 
lions of people. 
Our government has 
by wise legislation, during th e patt 
one hundred years, to some extent 
divided up the public domain in such 
manner as to aid the hom e builders, 
the encouragement of whom is the 
sei ret of our great prosperity and 
national safety; and for political and 
commercial reasons, if not by the best 
management, has contributed largely 
toward 
the 
construction 
of 
the 
great 
transcontinental 
railways- 
wise and economic policy when we 
consider the inestim able benefit they 
have bien to us as a nation and peo­ 
ple, and by giving subsidies to those 
lines of commercial intercourse, the 
land retained by the Government has 
been benefited and more than doubled 
in value. 
It is not behoved, however, that all 
the measures of internal improvement 
have been exhausted. 
There íb in­ 
deed much room for a higher and 
fuller development of that policy,-and 
in opening new industries and giving 
occupation to labor. 
The British gov­ 
ernment, the richest of all Europe, 
has not only built railways through 
India, by which they are able to bring 
1 he products of 
that country into 
competition with those of our own 
country to the 
detriment of our 
farmers and producers, but they have 
w isely expended m illions of British 
gold in developing water and the con­ 
struction of vast irrigating canals and 
storage reservoirs, by which they have 
m ade that remarkable country one of 
the most productive in the world. 
Surelv there can be no reason why 
the United States should be out­ 
done in national enterprise. 
W hile 
m illions 
of 
dollars 
are 
appro­ 
priated for river and harbor improve­ 
m ents, possibly it would be well to 
devote some attention to the vast 
areas of the W est, portions of which, 
though comparatively useless now, 
m ight be turned into busiest scenes 
and industries. 
It certainly cannot 
be expected that pioneers anil settlers 
who take up 100 acres of land as 
hom esteads m ust by private expendi­ 
tures inauguarate a system of internal 
improvements that would benefit the 
public domain still held by th e Gov­ 
ernment. 
Some of your land is of course too 
mountainous and rugged to be of any 
use for agricultural purposes, but Ari­ 
zona has various tesources. 
Even the 
rockiest m ountains hold their hidden 
mineral treasures. 
Now that the work of exploring is 
over—every section of our country 
w ith 
the 
exception 
of 
Alaska, 
being 
set 
forth 
with 
well 
defined 
lines 
upon 
our 
maps 
—the effort of all should now be to 
sustain and elevate the standard of 
our civil Government, and to develop 
the resources of the country. 
In that 
field, and especially in the territories, 
none are better fitted than the pioneers 
them selves, whose spirit of integrity 
and boldness of purpose led them 
to 
the 
accom plishm ent 
of their 
great 
work 
of 
exploration 
and 
settlem ent, 
should 
inspire 
them 
when the territories are ready to as­ 
sum e the responsibilities and dignities 
of sovereign Htatehood, to make each 
the best in point of government 
and 
morals, that the last may be first in 
the standard of excellence, and for 
Arizona, I wish her all the blessings 
that can come of good government, 
enlightened people, and lasting pros­ 
perity. 
To’ the Pioneers of California my 
heartiest greetings go. 
I congratulate 
you one and all on the work accom­ 
plished. 
I congratulate you all the 
more on the future promise that is 
based upon the endeavors of your 
early settlers whom to-day are here 
represented.

the malign influence of the devil, into 
*ome lower animal form. The modern 
belief in hydrophobia he looked upon, 
through his eye-glasses, as an evolu­ 
tion of the "were-wolf" belief, based 
mainly upon fear and dread. 
He ar­ 
gued against hydrophobia as a specific 
disease, because it did not follow the 
laws 
which 
his 
education 
had 
taught 
him 
were 
followed 
by 
other infectious diseases. 
Further­ 
more, 
he said that he and 
Dr. 
Spitzka could produce all the symp­ 
toms of paralytic and dumb rabies by 
injecting under the dura m ater of a 
dog or rabbit, according to Pasteur’s 
method, healthy nervous tiBsue. 
He 
did not believe Pasteur to have 
es­ 
tablished his position, because he had 
several times in his investigations 
altered to some extent his convic­ 
tions—a fact which,considering that he 
is penetrating an entirely new field 
of investigation, has not api^eared b o 
wonderful to the ineagerly informed 
scientists across the water as it does 
to Dr. Brill. 
He declared that there 
was prim a facie evidence that the re­ 
port of the em inent gentlemen com­ 
prising the British parliamentary com­ 
mittee was based upon the experi­ 
ments of and wri ten by their secre­ 
tary, 
Mr. 
Horsely. ' " I 
regard 
this disease,” he said, 
“ as psy­ 
chosis, due to the effect of a strong 
mental impression, and that on this 
basis all the phenomena which char­ 
acterize it can be explained.”

gave a number of figures showing, he 
said, th a t quite as manv people in 
proportion had gotten well from rab- 
nies w ho had not been treated by 
Pasteur as those who had.

thus knocked 
M. 
Pasteur into a 
cocked hat, the young gentleman sat 
down. 
A num ber of venerable doctors dis­ 
cussed the matter, their tendency be­ 
ing to help poor Pasteur a little. It 
was inferred by some of them that if 
it were a psychosis, that fact would 
probably have been discovered in 
France, and would not have waited 
for

body

probably 
been studied further in France than 
anywhere 
else. 
Nevertheless, Dr. 
Brill, aided by his fellow rabbit-pois- 
oner, l»r. Spitzka, said much more 
than their opponents,and said it louder, 
and it is now in order to hear M. Pas­ 
teur’s opinion of Dr. Brill.—[N. Y.

BRONCHITIS. 


Acute B ronchitis Is nn inflam m ation of the m ucous m em brane of the bronchial tubes, 
and is one of the m ost eonunou of the pulm onary diseases. It is a dangerous disease, as it 
prevents the oxygenation of the blond, and in many cases, particularly after it passes into 
th e chronic siage, tlie substance of the lungs becomes seriously Involved, giving riso to 
what is very properly culled Bronchial L'ouMumpth.n.

The patient In som e caws hi obliged to sit up in bed, th e oppression across th e chest la uo 
great; tin* skin is clamm y and prostration rapidly sets fn, and in fatal eaucs there will he 
m uttering d eliriu m , 1 um a and death. 
CHRONIC BRONCHITIS. 


C hronic Bronchitis is also an inflam m ation of the m ucous m em brane» of the bron­ 
chial tubes. W hen a told ret tics ou the luuva the disease either ends in biouchitis or 
pueuntuuia. if it ends iu bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold on the chest, and still 
the paticut does n o t feel entirely well. Ho fe d s tired and languid, and is incapable of 
taking his usual am ount of exercise, and experiences a shortness of breath, with more or 
less w arm th in th e palms of his bauds. Hoon after this a cough appears, accom panied by 
an ex|>ectuiation of thick m ucus, followed by a hectic flush, l«*ss of flesh an d strength and 
nighthw entscoutinuc, when the patient assum es all th e uppearancc of h a\lu g a genuine 
case of cotistiuipliou. But this is sim ply catarrh «if th e lungs or chronic bronchitis. 
In the later stage of th e «Iíkl'hsc the m ucous m em brane of the larger bronchial tube 
softens, wl'ile in the sn sllcr tuh«s and air cells of th e lungs th e mucous m em brane b«j- 
conics congi ated aud htfinined. There arc no cavities nor tubercle» In the lungs,but m ere­ 
ly a wasting aw ay of the larger bronchial tubes, and death takes place f om obstruction of 
th e bronchial tubes and air cells of the Itiugs. The patien t dies from exhaustion aud suffo­ 
cation, bjing unable to expectorate the m ucous which accum m ulatos in th e passage lead­ 
ing to the lungs, which in some eases Is stioky and sm all in quantity, but m ore com m only 
copious, of a lig h t straw or yellowish green. Oftentim es streaks of blood m ake their ap­ 
pearance in th e m ucous, and at tim es there is a dlsugreenbU* sm ell. Persons thus afflicted 
arc very liable to take a cold, nt which tim e th e m ucous becomes d e a r and frothy, and it 
is not uncom m only the case thut the putieut dies in one of these attacks. 
CON SUM PTION. 


From consum era, "to waste aw ay," usually applied to th e advanced stage of lung disease. 
The following are prom inent sym ptom s in ihe first stage, and wherever any of them ex­ 
ist a t horouuh exam ination should be m ade with a view to arresting the disease if shown 
t exist: There is usually a sense of weariness upon a little exercise, a disposition to re­ 
main passive an d idle, despondency, often from no Apparent cause, a peculiar sensitive­ 
ness to the effect of cold, and a breathlessness on m oving quickly or descending a hill or 
stairs, a slight hacking <*ough, with or w ithout expectoration, excitability upon slight oc­ 
casions, flying pains across the chest or back, or u nder the shoulder blades. The symp­ 
toms arc more noticeuble toward or during the night, slight fever In the afternoon, cold 
feet or hands, o r in inanv cases blue llvldity of the lips end roots of the finger nails 
Inhalations are anplmable in all diseases of the respiratory organs, but m ust be pre­ 
pared for each individual case ar they severally require.
